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Crackdown on 
organised car 
meets on Pimbo 
Industrial Estate 


THE council are proposing to put 
a Public Space Protection Order 
(PSPO) in place to deter organ- 
ised car meets and car cruising 
on Pimbo Industrial Estate, 
believed to be among the biggest 
in the region. 

Following the easing of Covid 
restrictions, West Lancashire has 
seen a “significant increase in 
pre-arranged car meets which 
has led to complaints from resid- 
ents about the noise and 
behaviour of those attending”. 

Skelmersdale Police have 
requested the council introduce 
the PSPO to address the prob- 
lem. PSPOs are considered to be 
the best way of preventing future 
problems locally and have been 
adopted as best practice in other 
local authorities where similar 
problems exist. 

People attend the event at 
Pimbo from across the North 
West, often with more than 300 
vehicles in attendance at once. 
Many of the vehicles are high 
performance or modified cars 
with loud exhausts. 

The proposal is to be decided 
upon at the West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council Meeting today, 
(Wednesday). West Lancashire 
Chief Inspector Chris Abbott 
states in the report: “Weekend 
evenings have been popular for 
this event, with high number of 
vehicles arriving at once. 

“The noise this causes and

impact on the local community is 
significant - not only for resid- 
ents of the Pimbo area, but also 
other locations across West Lan- 
cashire as the convoy make their 
way to Pimbo.” 

After each car meet there has 
been complaints due to the noise 
and behaviour of those attend-

TER have also been com- 
plaints from people living in 
residential areas in Burscough 
due to vehicles driving in convoy 
and racing on roads en-route to 
Pimbo. 

Police say the Pimbo Car Meet 
has now gained a reputation 
among car enthusiasts as one of 
the biggest and favoured North 
West ‘Max Power events, and 
recently has begun to gain the 
attention of mobile burger vans 
and caterers who also attend the 
area for business.

HEALTH chiefs in the borough are 
backing appeals for people to get a 
Covid booster jab in a bid to help 
prevent a wave of infections caused by 
the new Omicron variant. 

Pleas for booster vaccinations come after 
UK Chief Medical Officers increased the 
‘UK Covid Alert Level’ from Level 3 to Level 
4 due to a rapid increase in cases of the 
Omicron variant. 

The latest data suggests Omicron is 
extremely transmissible and will become 
the dominant variant by mid-December. 

With cases now doubling every two to 
three days, Prime Minister Boris Johnson 
gave a national TV address on Sunday 
evening calling on people to get a booster 
to stop an “Omicron tidal wave.” 

Data published on Friday suggests that 
vaccine efficacy against symptomatic

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Health experts are urging people to 
get the Covid-19 booster jab 
infection is substantially reduced against 
Omicron with just two doses, but a third 
dose boosts protection back up to more 
than 70%. 

It is too early to draw firm conclusions 
about whether the Omicron variant is as 
virulent as Delta but even if it is more mild,

a slight fall in vaccine efficacy can lead to 
a substantial increase in hospitalisations. 

The extent of transmissibility, coupled 
with reduced protection after two doses 
and the raising of the alert level by UK 
CMOs, forced the Prime Minister and NHS 
England to launch an urgent national 
Omicron appeal for the public to ‘Get 
Boosted Now’. 

The government and NHS will work flat 
out in the days and weeks ahead to deliver 
jabs, help save lives and ensure the NHS is 
not overwhelmed with an influx of Omic- 
ron cases. 

All adults will now be offered a booster 
jab by the New Year, bringing the target 
forward by one month. 

Dr Peter Gregory, chair at NHS West Lan- 
cashire Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG), said: “Early data suggests a 
booster dose of Covid-19 vaccine offers 
significantly strengthened protection 
against the Omicron variant compared 
with two doses.

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Royal Mail aims to increase 
postal deliveries after delays 
caused by ‘staff shortages’ 


ROYAL Mail have assured 
West Lancashire MP Rosie 
Cooper that local staff are 
making improvements to 
ensure that mail deliveries 
take place six days a week 
after a period of disruptions 
due to staff shortages. 

Officials at the Royal Mail 
confirmed to Ms Cooper that 
they have recruited addi- 
tional resources to help with 
demand and that these are 
having a positive effect on 
service levels. 

In November, the Cham- 
pion reported on how Royal 


Mail had admitted delays in 
their delivery service after a 
resident of the Yew Tree 
Farm estate in Burscough 
complained she had 
encountered problems in 
receiving post. 

The resident, called Angela 
Coverdale, claimed she had 
to wait three weeks to bury 
her mum because the death 
certificate was delayed in the 
post. 

Rosie Cooper MP said: “I 
am really grateful to Royal 
Mail staff for working hard 
to ensure West Lancashire 


residents have their mail 
delivered six days a week. 

“Constituents had raised 
concerns with me that their 
post was taking far too long 
so it is encouraging to hear 
that Royal Mail are taking 
steps to make immediate 
improvements. 

“I also want to thank local 
posties ahead of the Decem- 
ber rush, as I know they will 
be doing all they can to 
deliver cards, letters and 
parcels to people in West 
Lancashire in time for Christ- 
mas.” 
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More flooding misery 
for residents after 
heavy downpours

HEAVY downpours last week brought more 
misery to homeowners in Ormskirk, with 
localised flooding hitting Dyers Lane, Halsall 
Lane and Cotton Drive. 

The areas along Hurlston Brook have been vulner- 
able to extreme rainfall conditions since before the 
2015 Boxing Day floods, when many homes were 
flooded, and people were relocated to temporary 
housing for up to a year while their properties were 
restored. 

The latest flooding caused by Storm Barra on Wed- 
nesday, December 8 resulted in residents contacting 
their local councillors for support with Lancashire 
County Councillor Nikki Hennessy, and West Lan- 
cashire Borough Councillors Adam Yates and Gareth 
Dowling teaming up to contact their authorities and 
ensure that emergency protocols in place. 

The Labour councillors have been working with 
the Ormskirk Flood Action Group, which was ori- 
ginally set up in the aftermath of floods in 2012, to 
get a long-term solution to the problems in the 
town. 

Despite having secured funding for a comprehens- 
ive report into the 2015 floods, no action has yet 
been taken to implement the outcomes of that 
study, which was published over three years ago. 

County Councillor Hennessy said: “I raised my 
concerns and anger at a recent meeting at Lan- 
cashire County Council that the recommendations 
in this report had been stalled. 

“I have been given a commitment from officers to 
work together with all agencies and relevant parties 
to generate progress by working collectively on the 
recommendations early in the new year, but it is

simply unacceptable for residents to continue to live 
in fear for their homes whenever heavy rain falls.” 

Cllr Yates also raised his concerns regarding resid- 
ents not being able speak to any of the relevant 
agencies outside of office hours, and that the relev- 
ant websites only provide detailed information on 
preventative measures, rather than localised emer- 
gency contact information. 

A spokesperson for Lancashire County Council 
said: “We understand how upsetting incidents of 
flooding can be. 

“Because of the storm on Wednesday, our first 
responders and contractors worked throughout the 
night responding to reports of flooding from several 
locations. 

“This included clearing debris from the top of gul- 
lies, closing roads and placing sandbags. 

“We have also returned to various locations over 
the last few days to check and clean gullies and com- 
plete jetting as needed. 

“Alongside our partner organisations we are look- 
ing into the circumstances of the flooding and any 
future actions we can take.”

“Locally, we are enhancing our vaccination offer- 
ing to scale up in line with the national 
programme and are working with our sites to 
ensure all residents are able to access first, second 
and booster doses as soon as practically possible. 

“Residents can book their vaccine online via the 
NHS England National Booking Service or calling 
119. Details of local walk-in clinics will also be 
available via the NHS England website, as well as 
through the CCG’s website and social media chan- 
nels. Everyone in West Lancashire should come 
forward for a booster dose when they are eligible 
and invited by the NHS. Please get yours to pro- 
tect yourself and those close to you.” 

Bookings made at www.nhs.uk/conditions/ 
coronavirus-covid-19/coronavirus-vaccination/ will 
be prioritised at most sites unless it is a pop up or 
walk-in only site. From i 
Monday, December 13 
adults over 30 have been 
able to book online, and all 
over 18s from today (Wed- 
nesday). 

Some walk-in appoint- 
ments have become 
available from Monday for 
over 18s, dependent on loc- 
ation. If there are long Dr Gregory 
queues or all slots have been booked, people are 
encouraged to be patient and keep trying, or book 
online. 

To cater for the vaccination programme, all 
primary care services will now focus on urgent 
clinical need and vaccines, and some non-urgent 
appointments and elective surgeries may be post- 
poned until the New Year. 

The Prime Minister has set out how they will be 
boosting jabbing capacity, and this will include 
new vaccination sites set up across the country, 
including mobile pop up sites; increasing opening 
times for vaccination sites to seven days a week 
with more appointments early in the morning, in

Hospital to employ 
‘care navigator’ to 
ease A&E pressure 


PEOPLE attending A&E at 
Southport and Formby District 
General Hospital will be met 
by a ‘care navigator’, who will 


assess symptoms before 
recommending appropriate 
care. 


The pilot scheme came into 
force on Monday and will oper- 
ate in the same way as NHS 111, 
which gives advice on what 
health service to use depending 
on the type of illness or injury. 

The new measure is hoped to 
help more patients ‘be seen in 
the right place at the right time’, 
and is already in use at several 
Merseyside hospitals. 

Southport hospital will be trial- 
ling this approach at certain 
times. 

The care navigator will support 
patients with an assessment 
based on their symptoms and 


personal information to advise 
on the most appropriate place 
for care. This could be A&E but 
maybe a local dentist or phar- 
macy, a nearby urgent care 
centre, or specialist service such 
as Sefton Sexual Health. 

Care navigators will only sup- 
port patients who make their 
own way to A&E. There will be 
no change for patients arriving 
by ambulance, or who have been 
referred by a GP or directed to 
A&E by NHS111. 

Dr Kate Clark, Executive Med- 
ical Director at Southport and 
Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust, 
said: “As a doctor working in 
A&E for many years, I know the 
importance of seeing people 
with a medical emergency as 
quickly as possible. 

“A&E teams everywhere are 
busier than ever and we want all 


our patients to have the best 
experience possible of the NHS. 

“Care navigators will support 
patients finding the best care for 
them. For patients who don’t 
need emergency care, this 
maybe an NHS service outside 
hospital, potentially reducing 
He in hospital for those who 

o? 

Anyone who wants to remain 
in A&E will be able to do so but 
may also face a long wait. 

Dr Clark added: “In an emer- 
gency, you should always call 
999. Where you need urgent 
care or medical advice, or are 
not sure where to go, contact 
NHS111 first. They will direct 
you to the most appropriate ser- 
vice. 

“There is also lots of advice 
available on the NHS website for 
self-care options.” 


New figures show record number of 
patients are on hospital waiting lists 


A RECORD number of patients are currently on 
waiting lists to receive treatment from Southport 
and Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust. 

NHS figures show 12,679 people were stuck on 
waiting lists in October 2021, which is the most 
recent month detailed in the research. 

The findings were taken from ‘Consultant-led 
Referral to Treatment Waiting Times’, which 


5.98 million people are on NHS waiting lists. 
Southport and Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust is 
the principal healthcare provider to 258,000 
people across Southport, Formby and West Lan- 
cashire.

Gary gains fast track lorry 
licence to help combat 
shortage of HGV drivers 


A BANKS resident has become one of the 
first in the UK to obtain a fast track lorry 
licence. 

Gareth Linaker, aged 34, from Banks, took 
his test at Kirkham DVSA driving test centre 
at the end of November and obtained the 
practical part of his HGV 1 articulated lorry 
driving licence in just over three weeks. 

Changes came into force last month so 
drivers can gain their HGV licence in a 
shorter period of time following a national 
shortage of lorry drivers. 

The DVSA now allows drivers to take a 
test to drive an articulated lorry without 
having first passed a test in a large rigid 
lorry. 

In order to complete the training and take 
the actual driving test, he had to apply for 
and hold the relevant provisional licence 
(Cat C+E / HGV 1) and pass the theory test. 

Gareth previously worked as an engineer 
at Southport Pleasure Beach. He said: “I 
have wanted to be a lorry driver since I left 
school. The recent DVSA changes are a 
great way to help get new drivers behind 
the wheel, but it wasn’t an easy ride, the 
tests are tough. It’s a really good career and 
since Brexit, wages more accurately reflect 
the level of skill required to do the job.” 

The lack of qualified LGV/HGV drivers has 
impacted food and fuel supplies in the UK.

Chief Inspector Abbott continued: 
“The scale of these unauthorised 
and dangerous events is significant. 
The hostility and disregard shown 
to the police is concerning and has 
escalated. The impact on the com- 
munity cannot be ignored and is 
having a damaging effect on 


people’s quality of life. 
“As people leave the area or are 
dispersed following police 


resources being diverted from 
across the County into the area, the 
disregard for the area is again 
apparent by the amount of litter left 
behind. 

“Importantly there are also seri- 
ous and obvious concerns 
regarding the safety of those who 
attend, and to members of the local 
community who may be in the area 
at the time. 

“At each car meet there have been 
races involving high performance 
vehicles, drag racing whilst the 
road is lined with pedestrian spec- 
tators. People have been seen to 
stand in the middle of the road 
starting these races and standing at 
the finishing line. 

“Once the vehicles arrive, the 
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Pimbo Road, where cars converge

At one meeting, on October 3, 
there were more than 300 vehicles 
in attendance.

Before the PSPO can be approved, 
a process of consultation must be 
carried out. Following consultation, 
the council would be in a position 
to determine if a PSPO is necessary.

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Brothers face eviction 
from family home just 
weeks after their mum died 


Andrew has severe 

Asperger’s syndrome 
and sister fears for his 
wellbeing if he moves

AN online petition set up to help 
two brothers, one who has Asper- 
gers syndrome, who face 
eviction from their family home 
in Up Holland, has been signed 
by nearly 2,000 people. 

West Lancashire Borough Council 
has issued a ‘notice to quit’ on Sean 
and Andrew Brogan in Alma Hill, 
after their mum, who was the ten- 
ant died on November 14. 

Sean and Andrew Brogan’s par- 
ents, Anthony and Jacqueline, 
were joint tenants on the property. 

Their dad died of Covid early in the pan- 
demic while their mother died of a heart 
attack this November. 

Sean had moved into the home during 
his mum’s illness to help her and his 
brother Andrew, 31, who suffers from 
Asperger’s syndrome. 

The Notice to Quit ends on December 26 
and the family has said from this date the 
council has to find alternative accommod- 
ation for the brothers. 

Due to Andrew’s condition, the family 
has said the only suitable place he can 
reside in is within the home he has lived in 
since he was born as it is familiar and safe 
to him. This has been the family home 
since 1958. 

Andrew’s sister, Ann-Marie Jones, said: 
“The whole situation is detrimental to 
Andrew’s wellbeing as he has severe 
Asperger’s syndrome. I am very worried 
for his wellbeing if they proceed with this. 

“Andrew lost his best friend, his brother

Kieran, eight years ago, which he still 
struggles with and now both parents 
within 18 months, who did everything for 
him and now his home which he has lived 
at all his life. 

“He has a paid carer and an unpaid carer 
which is his brother Sean. He has a care 
plan in place with a social worker. His 
social worker has also contacted the coun- 
cil over this issue stating how detrimental 
it will be for him. 

“He lives to a strict routine through his 
condition, and Alma Hill is the only place 
he knows as is the house. 

“To move him from this environment 
would be extremely detrimental to him. 

“Everyone on the estate knows him and 
looks out for him when he is out with the 
dog going around the block which is part 
of his routine.” 

A spokesperson for West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council said: “We are aware of Mr 
Brogan’s circumstances and the council’s 


tenancy services team have been working 
with Mr Brogan and his family to come to 
a solution on his housing situation. 

“I am sorry to hear Mr Brogan’s family 
think that the council staff they have 
spoken to have acted with a lack of dignity 
and respect as we always aim to deal with 
situations like this sensitively. 

“The council allocates its properties in 
accordance with its allocations policy. 

“The council is committed to offering 
applicants a choice of accommodation 
and will look into individual circum- 
stances when someone is left in a property 
following the death of a relative. 

“However, the council may not be able 
to meet all requests due to the level of 
demand or availability of accommodation 
within the borough. 

“We will however, continue to work with 
Mr Brogan to reach a suitable outcome.”

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Scam warning over 
ex-offenders calling 
at doors selling ca

RESIDENTS in West Lancashire are being 
warned not to be scammed by ex-offenders 
who are cold calling on people and offering 
household goods. 

Trading Standards officers say these sellers 
are very pushy, and claim they are part of an 
official scheme and make residents feel 
uncomfortable. 

Residents should be aware that neither the 
council nor the probation service run such 
schemes. 

County Councillor Peter Buckley, cabinet 
member for community and cultural services, said: 
“Doorstep crime comes in all forms. Sellers often 
use pushy tactics to force you into paying for 
goods, agreeing to home improvements or signing 
up to schemes there and then. 

“We recommend you always say no to cold- 
callers and do your research before agreeing to buy 
anything or have any home improvement work 
done.” 

There have also been several online scam alerts. 

A bogus email has been targeting online eBay 
sellers. This purports to be from PayPal but is from 
a fraudster. The email is misspelt and from an 
incorrect address. 

Buyers and sellers are advised not to carry out 
transactions outside the safe payment processes 
provided by the sites.

There is also a BT scam telephone call doing the 
rounds. The caller requests that the Any Desk soft- 
ware package is installed to fix faults. 

Whilst the software may well be genuine, the 
scammer will then remote onto the customer's com- 
puter to get payment for fixing the non-existent 
fault and possibly access further information. 

County Councillor Buckley added: “Scammers 
continue to send bogus emails and post letters, 
knowing Christmas shoppers are looking for bar- 
gains at this time of year. 

“We'd advise you never to reply to these. Please be 
suspicious of anything you receive, which doesn't 
look like it's from a legitimate source.”

Large tree branch still 
‘hanging dangerously’ 
weeks after storm 


Concerned resident claims it poses a 
risk to pedestrians and motorists

A HUGE branch that became partially detached 
from a tree in Alderley, Skelmersdale during 
Storm Arwen is still resting “dangerously” on an 
adjacent tree close to a public footpath and 
road. 

Concerned resident Vivian Adomdza, from Alder- 
ley, wants something done about the problem and 
she believes people using the path or road are put- 
ting their lives at danger. 

She told the Champion she has contacted the 
council and police but both said it is not their 
responsibility. 

Instead, Vivian has been told that the tree is on a 
property owned by a housing firm. 

She told the Champion: “As you can see from the 
photo, a big branch of a tree fell on adjacent trees 
during the recent storm Arwen. 

“It happened on the Friday night (November 26) 


according to the tenant of Alderley 
Skelmersdale who lives in the 
house. 

“I contacted the police on the 
December 4 but I was told they 
don’t deal with such issues. 

“I informed the council on Decem- 


ber 5 but they said they don’t own the property. 
“I spoke to the tenant and he told me he had also 
contacted the housing association who owns the 
property. Apparently they don’t see the urgency in 
the situation, and are refusing to pick his calls and 


emails at the moment. 


“Our lives are in danger driving or walking on 
the road. If the trees holding the branch gives way 
there could be a catastrophe far more serious than 


the cost of fixing the problem. 


“More so there is primary school nearby and 
children’s lives are also in danger at the 


moment.”

Find Forays of Finches at our Feeders 


At Martin Mere, we have a number of feeding 
stations around our reserve and they are 
currently buzzing with activity, providing 
excellent opportunities for wildlife photographers 
to get some good shots. 


There are two families of birds that are the most 
noticeable at all our feeding stations: finches and tits. 
The most common finch at our bird feeding stations are 
the Goldfinches and, at our Janet Keir Hide, you can 
sometimes see around 30 at any one time. Greenfinches 
and Chaffinches are the next most common, with the 
Chaffinches usually preferring to stay on the ground to 
pick up scraps underneath the feeders. Uncommon but 
regular finch forays to the feeders come from Bullfinch, 
Redpoll and Brambling. 


The Brambling can only be seen in Britain in the 
winter, as it migrates to us from its breeding grounds in 
Scandinavia and Russia. A couple of Brambling have 
been present at the Janet Keir feeders every day for the 
last few weeks and are pleasing a lot of photographers. 
These birds feed alongside the similar Chaffinches 
underneath the feeders but look for a bird that is more 
orange than the pinkish-brown of the chaffinch. 


Willow Tit. 


Always entertaining, the four members of the tit 
family that frequent the feeders are blue, great, 

coal and long-tailed. Whereas the first three species 
come and go as individuals, the Long-tailed Tits 
always visit in big groups for a few minutes and then 
disappear. Another rarer bird from this family is the 
Willow Tit and patient watchers will be rewarded 
with a sighting of one of these birds at the Janet 
Keir Hide. Unfortunately, the willow tit is becoming 
a rare bird, with the UK subspecies being the fastest 
declining bird in the country. Its population has 
reduced by 94% since the 1970s. 


A whole host of other birds can be seen at our 
feeders, including Nuthatch, Tree Sparrow and 
Great Spotted Woodpecker. Sparrowhawks are 
also often seen trying to snatch the smaller birds 
for their own lunch. We just hope they all miss the

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Model railway store 
worker stole stock to 
finance cocaine habit 


Addict stole £76,000 
worth of goods and 
delivered them to fake 
customer accounts

A MODEL railway shop manager from 
Skelmersdale stole £76,000 worth of 
goods from his employers to fund his 
£200-a-day cocaine habit. 

Derek Williamson, 34, from Birkrig, Dig- 
moor, joined the firm, Hattons, in 
November 2017 and four months later had 
been quickly promoted to stock production 
manager. 

He volunteered to work Sundays when 
the Widnes warehouse was quiet, ostens- 
ibly to help out his colleagues, but actually 
so he could secretly select items and pack- 
age them up ready for delivery to two fake 
customers. 

Liverpool Crown Court heard the 
addresses were those of his aunt in Liver- 
pool and his brother on the Wirral and by 
the time his dishonesty came to light he 
had taken 523 items and arranged for 
delivery. 

They had a retail value of £76,149 and 
their loss impacted financially and on staff 
morale, said Jo Maxwell, prosecuting. 

She explained it was a family run busi-

ness and after his promotion in the spring 
of 2018 he began his dishonest ways. 

He was seen using his mobile phone in 
the warehouse against company rules, and 
CCTV footage showed him selecting items 
of stock, and placing them on his desk. 

The items were then moved to delivery 
boxes, sealed and placed in delivery cages. 
Internal investigations also revealed that 
he had falsified customer accounts. The 
investigation discovered a large number of 
parcels being sent via their normal distri- 
bution services to two addresses 
Williamson had created on the system,” 
said Miss Maxwell. 


“The records showed no customer 
accounts for those two addresses.” 

The owner of another model railway 
company alerted the firm that he had seen 
stock being sold on a Too Good To Bin 
website as well as eBay and Hattons’ 
internal investigation led to the police 
being called in, said Miss Maxwell. 

She explained that Williamson had sold 
all the items over a four month period to a 
man, whose name was known to police, in 
a car park and he sold them on the web- 
sites. 

An impact statement from Hattons said 
that as well as the financial loss, it led to a 
great deal of mistrust among employees as 
Williamson’s role included training and 
personal development and he had jeop- 
ardised the jobs of the 70 other 
employees. 

Williamson was jailed for a total of 58 
months after admitting two fraud offences 
and possessing cocaine with intent to sup- 
ply to acquaintances in July 2018. 

The court was told that after his arrest 
his BMW car was searched and a bag con- 
taining just under an ounce of cocaine 
worth £3,800 was found. 

His lawyer, Julian Farley, said Williamson 
is suffering from anxiety and a depressive 
disorder and had spent two years looking 
after his mum who died in February. 

Judge Anrew Menary, QC, the Recorder 
of Liverpool, said Williamson had been 
selling cocaine for financial reward and 
said his dishonesty had caused mistrust 
among Hattons’ employees.

Quarry landfill is going ahead 
despite plans being rejected 


You probably presume that when an application is 
turned down by the Lancashire County Council 
planning committee it won’t happen? 

You'd be wrong! At least in the case of East 
Quarry in Appley Bridge. 

In July 2021 an application from the quarry 
owner to construct from inert waste, an access 
ramp, was unanimously rejected by the council’s 
development control committee. 

So why have I just followed a tipper lorry negoti- 
ating its way passed the line of parked cars in 
Appley Lane North into the quarry where an 
excavator is busy... building an access ramp! 

Has there been a new application? Did the owner 
appeal against the planning committee’s decision? 
Nope. He simply reduced the size of the project, 

announced that it now qualified as Permitted 
Development and LCC planners waved it through. 

The owner says the ramp is to allow emergency 
services to better access the quarry lake. 

The committee stated that a more effective solu- 
tion to safety issues is for the owner to adequately 
fence the site and that the ramp’s construction will 
increase the number of HGVs on unsuitable roads. 

They added that they had concerns about wild- 
life in the quarry.

Planning Consent and Environmental Permits 
bring a degree of control eg over timescales, hours 
of working, the nature of the materials being used 
but not in this case! 

Indeed LCC says: “Where a proposal can be 
undertaken under permitted development rights, 
the planning merits and environmental impacts of 
the development are irrelevant” 

When its decisions can be so easily overturned it 
makes you think that the Development Control 
Committee has been misnamed and its existence is 
an irrelevance!

- but sa rules get tougher! 


Euro NCAP has downgraded the Renault 


IT IS possible, as cat-taunting physicist 
Erwin Schrödinger once proved, for 
something to exist in two simultaneous 
states. I just wasn’t expecting that something 
to be the 2001 Renault Laguna, that’s all. 
Anyone with a particularly good memories 
for car crash test safety results (which, 
incidentally, would be an excellent specialist 
subject on Mastermind) will recall that the 
second generation of Renaults slightly spongy 
Mondeo rival was the first new car to achieve 
the full five-star rating from the boffins at 
Euro NCAP. Which should, if normal logic 
applies, mean that the 2.0 DCi Dynamique 
that I found in the classifieds for £795 will do 
a five-star job of protecting you and your little 
‘uns in a crash. 

But there’s no way that a mid-range saloon 
launched two decades ago is going to be as safe 
as the facelifted Renault Zoe, an up-to-the- 
minute electric hatchback that’s just scored... 
zero stars. 

Euro NCAP gave the Zoe a kicking because 
the facelift focused an awful lot on battery 
pack improvements but didn't do anything 
to improve its safety, and pointed out that a 
side airbag that previously protected your 
head and chest has been replaced by one that 
only covers the latter, which it described as 
“a degradation in occupant protection’. Fair 
enough, Id knock it down a star or two, but 
the problem is that unless you really dive into 
the crash test criteria youd assume that it’s 
less safe than the Rover 100, which in 1997 
smashed its way towards a single star despite 
clearly being a reheated Austin Metro. 
Renault itself has rebuffed the results, and 
pointed out that if youd bought a Zoe which

have been buying a five-star car. It's also 
pointed out that since the original Zoe was 
launched back in 2013, the Euro NCAP crash 
criteria has changed five times, but until now 
the car hasn’t. Our cars are getting better all 
the time - but every time they do, the rules 
get tougher. 

Td eat my own shoes if someone shoved a 2001 
Laguna into a concrete block tomorrow and 
it still sauntered away with a five-star rating. 
That’s not to say that your car has become 
more dangerous overnight, and it’s only right 
that were demanding ever higher standards 
of safety as technology moves on, but it does 
mean you can only judge your car by the 
standards of the era in which it was tested. 
What worked when the Harlem Shake was all 
the rage no longer cuts it today. 

All of which means the Laguna, like 
Schrédinger’s tormented old tabby, exists in 
two states. On the face of it has five stars to 
the Zoe's zero, and logically should be the 
safer car, but I know which one Td rather have 
a crash in.

Omicron Variant 


Measures have been introduced to prevent the spread of the new 
COVID-19 Omicron variant. Face coverings are now compulsory in most 
indoor settings such as shops, theatres and cinemas, as well as on public 
transport. Masks are not required in pubs or restaurants, or venues not 
practical such as gyms. People should also work from home if they can. 


As of Wednesday 15 December, people will need to show an NHS Covid 
pass or have proof of a recent negative lateral low test to enter some 
venues (subject to approval from MPs at the time of writing). This includes 
nightclubs, indoor unseated venues with more than 500 people, unseated 
outdoor venues with more than 4,000 people and any venue with more 
than 10,000 people. 


Contacts of a suspected Omicron case identified by NHS Test and Trace 
must take a daily rapid lateral flow test for 7 days, regardless of age and 
vaccination status. For the latest information, check the gov.uk website. 


Are you travelling into the country from abroad? All arrivals must now 
take a pre-departure PCR or lateral flow test no more than 48 hours 
before flying, as well as a PCR test on Day Two. Arrivals must isolate until 
the Day Two test confirms negative COVID-19 status or continue to isolate 
should it return positive. 


Some countries are on the Government's red list. If arriving back from a 
red listed country, you will have to quarantine for 10 days in a managed 
facility. The latest red list countries and quarantine requirements can 

be found via the gov.uk website: www.gov.uk/guidance/red-list-of- 
countries-and-territories

COVID-19 testing 


Rapid lateral flow tests provide results within 30 minutes and are 
available to order free via the gov.uk website or by calling 119. 


The UK Government recommends using lateral flow tests if you will be in a 
high risk situation that day (i.e in a crowded or enclosed space with limited 
fresh air) or if you are visiting someone who is at high risk from COVID-19. 


Do not use a rapid lateral flow test if you have symptoms of COVID-19 
which are a high temperature, a new, continuous cough or you've lost your 
sense of smell or taste. If you have symptoms, you must book a PCR test and 
self isolate until you receive the result. 


PCR tests must be booked via the UK Government website at www.gov. 
uk/get-coronavirus-test or by calling 119. Please do not attend a test 
site without a booked appointment.

You will usually 
be assessed by a health professional or a member of the 
practice team on the telephone first, with face-to-face care 
arranged if clinically needed. If you have a preference about 
how to access care you can discuss it with your practice. 


For urgent issues or out of hours, you can also call the NHS on 
111 or go online to seek NHS advice nhs.uk
